Mounted 
infantry, two batteries and pompoms 
cleared the way and a third cavalrv 
brigade acted as a screen before the 
main column. General French was on 


the left and General Hamilton on the 
right.

Boer losses, but they are thought to be 
heavy. Those of the British, consid- 
ering the important advance made, are 
considered light. 


A special dispatch from Riet Spruit, 


describing more fully yesterday's suc- 
cessful operation, says: "General Ham- 
ilton's scout on two previous davs as- 
certained the 
Boers' 
position and 


strength. On Wednesday night the 
Cheshire regiment crossed the river 
and entrenched themselves and pre- 
pared to hold the passage for the regi- 
ment following them*. 


"At daybreak Thursday the main 


body crossed at two or three oolnts. 
Mounted infantry was then in action 
driving off the advance Boers prepara- 
tory to a ffeneral forward movement. 


"The Boer right fast gave way but 


Tucker and Hamilton had a toueher 
task on the left. The Boers had six 
guns and served them well, working 
with great determination, but the Brit- 
ish worked uj> closer and closer, their 
guns meantime firing incessantly.

There is no reason for the confusion 


existing in the public mind as to the seat 
of responsibility here for the conduct of 
the postal system In Cuba. The island 
Is held by the United States by a mili- 
tary tenure In the broader sense, not as 
during the existence of a state of war, 
but as the result of the rellnqulshment 
of Spanish sovereignty there and our 
assumption of obligations for the pro- 
tection of life and property under the 
treaty of Paris. 


The present postal system is not a mere 


continuation of the Spanish system In 
new hands, but an outgrowth of the sys- 
tem of military^posts established on the 
island during the'' war with Spain and 
some months immediately following for 
the convenience of our troops. The pres - 
Ident by virtue of his power as com- 
mander-ln-chlef, has made not only 
military, but civil appointments, for the 
conduct of such parts of the government 
machinery on the island as could be most 
efflc'<"iUy handled by civilians.. 


In pursuance of this plan, and at the 


president's request, the postmaster gen- 
eral mapped out a scheme for a Cuban 
postal service, whdch is given in outline 
in an appendix to his annual report for 
1399. 
This was adopted with some 


slight modifications, and he was com- 
missioned to put It into execution. Rath- 
bone was recommended to him, it is un- 
derstood, by Senator Hanna and the pres- 
ident, and after some Inquiry was ap- 
pointed to-be head and organizer of the 
system. 
From all that can be learned 


here Rathbone's friends laid the chief 
stress m their indorsement upon his 
work as a detective and inspector, which 
was v«ry good, and not upon his reputa- 
tion as an administrator, wfiich could 
not have stood the same test. 


Rathbone made 4fe6 subordinate ap- 


pointments, and at first seemed to be 
extremely anxious to carry his adminis- 
tration to success by the choice of good 
men. 
Then it appears as If he grew 


less closely attentive as the sense of the 
importance of his own office enlarged in 
his mind, and his old passion for style 
and grandeur was rekindled. 


The precautions taken for insuring a 


system of checks -and balances in the 
Cuban service were considerable. The 
secretary of the treasury sent the deputy 
auditor for the postofflce department to 
the island to work up a system, which 
seemed perfect in Its way. 
Then the 


war department, which has charge of the 
revenues and the machinery for their 
collection and expenditure, appointed 
auditors for the other administrative 
branches. 
Here is where the war de- 


partment's responsibility overlaps the 
edge of the responsibility of the post- 
office department, and if the system of 
checks and balances .•"'aa faithfully pur- 
sued it Is Incomprehensible how anybody 
in Neely's place could have made off with 
so much money without the auditor's be- 
ing cognizant of it. 


The whole story wil not be told until

iflency was written yesterd"y in the

economic c~,d social heresies that it is 
possible to crowd Into the limits of a 
party manifesto. Bryan has again set 
call on the unnavigated seas of dan- 
gerous experiments whither no wisely 
captained ship would follow him. He is 
cut loose from every scrap of conserv- 
atism that the saner leads of th» de- 
mocracy have attempted to tie Mm to. 
and to committed to all the radical- 
Ism that floats on the political tide. 
The genius of the American people is 
ont expressed in this popuhstic, social- 
istic, anarchistic 
convention. That 


genius Is of stiffer stuff. Dream chas- 
ing la not the occupation of the people 
of the Western World. The Sioux howl 
Of political insanity will never be the 
rallying cry of this people. Happily 
there is a savirg common sense in the 
majority of men unto which popullstic 
Bryanism is instinctively repugnant. 
It la this which prevents the fanatic 
from Influencing a people to wreck the 
social and economic structure, Which 
Is the result of the slow painful pro- 
csses of the centuries, to build on the 
ruins a temple of painted cards for the 
worship r>f ephemeral gods by fan- 
tastic ceremony. There is a healthy 
esnse in men which repels diseased 
theories of state as there is a sense 
which repels the polygamy of the Mer- 
man and the cannibalism of the sav- 
age. 


SALISBURY'S 


It is quite possible that the evil 


fcenius of Lord Salisbury was unduly 
active when he was discussing1 affairs 
xrf stats the other night, yet it is auite 
probable that the premier had decided 
to sternly face all opiweition to his 
policy and accept the consequences. 
However, the following utterances do 
aot seem wise as looked at from the 
iAmarican point of view of British aoTi- 
llae: 


"1ST. Gladstone, in an evil moment for 


the fame of the country and for hie 
party, attached himself to the idea of 
j»he separation of England and Ireland. 
There has been a lone struggle, but no 
lone can sav that the home rule cause 
presents any elements of sanaulne av- 
tlclpatlon for the futif e It mlsht be 
said that thel rish idea would Toe real- 
ized and that Mr. Gladstone's asiiira- 
tioas would be fulfilled But 1 do not 
frelieve that the causes which have 
once been well beaten have reappeared 
•TO any purpose In English history. 
'Apart, however, from the fat« of for- 
mer struggles, I am still assured that 
there is no hope of UK in-edomlnant 
partner ever consenting in give Ire- 
land practical Independence We have 
learned somethme- from the South Af- 
rican war, how a disloyal government. 
In spite of warnings, could accumulate 
armaments against the most powerful 
combatant, and thus secure a terrible 
advantage. We know better than we 
did 10 years ago, what a risk it would 
be if we gave a disloyal government 
in Ireland the pov »r 01 accumulating 
forces against this country. Mr. Glad- 
stone shattered his own party, aa that 
for the moment they are erased and a 
powerless factor in English politics. 
But it must not be imagined that the 
effacement is likely to be peimanent" 


There is a frankness and courage in 


that, at the present time, .tupears to 
hav« ( no 
claim 
upon 
diplomatic 


•peech. It would seem that Salisbury 
•et out to dare the opponents and ene- 
mies of Great Britain and her present 
government, and that he had no inten- 
*t«u Of using the virtue that Is said 
,'lto b* contained in soft answers. We 
(bear so much about United State* In- 
terference 4n the South African war. 
•Inch is said about It in this country 
ptbd BfacUnd. In England such Inter- 


would not com* unexpectedly, 


for over there they believe that we are 
prepared to do almost anything in a 
*ealdeatlai year *> make political 
capital. But the British government 
Itself cannot have such fears, or, if it 
ha* thamt it cannot attach much Im- 
portance to them. 


There may bo an element in this 


country which is opposed to the South 
African war on the grounds that a re- 
public is being crushed out, but the 
fact to the opposition to Great Britain 
that to manifested in this country 
arises very largely from those who are 
unalterably opposed to the empire and 
are but slightly influenced i ne way or 
the other by the right or wrong of the 
wat In Africa. There 1» no denyirtg 
the fact that Irishmen form the creat- 
er number of those who bold and ex- 
press thto sentiment «f 
opposition. 


And it is beyond dispute that whatever 
use may be made of the Boer war in 
the American presidential campaign 
will be for the sole purpose of catching 
the Irish and German vote so-called. 


Taking all this into consideration the 


speech of Lord Salisbury is a flre 
brand. Salisbury could have said no- 
thing that would have irritated the 
British opposition to the United States 
more than what he has Just uttered. 
After such a declaration it is to be 
expected that the opposition will do 
the extreme thing within its power 
and that this foreign Issue In American 
politics will reach the most acute 
stage. The chances for American In- 
tervention, therefore, are Increased to 
the utmost. We do not expect that 
there will be any such intervention, 
t»ut It almost seems aa If Lord Salis- 
bury set out to court It when he de- 
cided to talk as be did. 


Considering the Salisbury sacecb in 


this and other particulars it is unusu- 
al for the amount of defiance it con- 
tains. Beyond dispute it preaches the 
doctrine of the strength, of "our own 
right arm."

Kaow Which He'll Occupy. 


"The 'commander of the faithful' Is 


of middling stature, rather under than 
over the average, and of weakly consti- 
tution. Hifl countenance has no wicked 
expression. It is of the Circassian type 
from the mother's aide, but bearing tha 
marks of degeneration. The eyes are 
haggard, tiio forehead insignificant and 
narrow, the eyebrows very thick, form- 
ing two great arcs, which coalesce. The 
large nose dominates the whole physi- 
ognomy and is slightly inclined to one 
side at" the lower extremity. The mouth 
is large, the lipa thick 
The sultan 


wears his beard long, and care has 
sprinkled his hair and beard with silver 
within tho last few years. It is a fami- 
ly tradition among the heirs of Osman 
to speak in a loud voice. Abdul Hamid's 
utterance is strident <uid imperious. It 
is the voice of a master addressing those 
whom ho regards aa his slaves." 


Ever since he has been on the throne 


Abdul Bamid has rarely gone to bed at 
night to rise in the morning like an or- 
dinary mortal He seldom retires untilI 
dawn, but rises again at 8 o'clock, hav- I 
ing spent the night hard at work listen- 
ing to reports and attending to the i 
affairs of state. When he has nothing j 
else to do, he reads French detective , 
stories, for he has an all pervading idea 
that conspiracies are being hatched 
against him, and passes his tune cir- 
cumventing an imaginary conspirator. 
Nobody knows where he will spend any 
part of the day or evening. Often he 
enters a building, and, while the sen- 
tries at the door believe that he is inside, 
he has gone by a back door and to 
some other building. Moreover, in what- 
ever part of the palace he may be, there 
is a permanent service of surveillance 
day and night, and he is constantly ac- 
companied by a score of persons, who 
organize a special service in the build- 
ing or apartment where he happens to 
be for the moment. 


Where the sultan will sleep is never 


known. He possesses more than 50 beds 
in the different parts of the palace, and 
these bedrooms are separated from the 
rest of the edifice by iron doors and fur- 
nished with most ingenious and compli- 
cated locks. Two superb St Bernards 
also sleep outside the door of the apart- 
ment in which the sultan may be sleep- 
ing, for he knows that four footed 
guardians cannot be tampered with. 
Formerly the members of the imperial 
harem used to move about among the 
numerous ptlaces on the Bosporus, but 
Abdul Hamid put a stop to it. The la- 
dies of the harem never have the benefit 
of a Change of air. Their palace is their 
prison, and nowhere does phthisis claim 
BO many victims as in the harem of 
Yildiz.—Contemporary Review 


IB tp be a total eclipse of the 


sun on May 28, and It will be visible In 
North Adam*. The city Un't right in 
the path of totality, but It is not very 
far outside and the effect of the moon's 
coming between the earth and the sun 
will be felt perceptibly. 


It is 11 years since the last total 


eclipse that was visible in thi» country, 
and it will be 18 years before local peo- 
ple will again have a chance to see one 
from then- own doorways 


The path of the totality is about 55 


mile* wide and begins in the United 
States at New Orleans From there it 
runs northeast to Norfolk, Va., where 
It passes out to sea, striking the next 
land at Portugal. The path runs miles 
out at sea off the 'New England coast, 
but the shadow will be maiked in Mas- 
sachusetts^ 


The shadow will first begin to come 


on in this section at 7 53 o'clock In the 
morning, and will grow more and more 
perceptible until about 9.15 o'clock, 
when it will be at the point of its 
greatest Intensity. The shadow will be 
deep enough to make the event pass 
for a total eclipse here 
The last 


traces of the shadow will disappear at 
1032 o'clock. The time between the 
beginning and end of the eclipse will 
be spent in passing in and out of the 
shadow.

This latter organization was formed 


last fall, with the intention of con- 
trolling all the natural ice in the city. 
This it has done, and until the arti- 
ficial ioe company was atarted It look- 
ed aa though there would be an ice 
trust as complete aa New York's. 
When artificial ice was proposed, It 
was believed that it would be a rival 
to the natural ice company, and that 
competition would regulate »rices. 


One dealer last winter did not cut 


any ice, as it was understood that he 
was to'have the handling of the artiflc- 
ial ice. He discovered this week, how- 
ever, that he was not to do so, in soite 
of what he considered sufficient prom- 
ise, and that the Peoples' Ice comoanv 
was to have the entire control of ar- 
tificial as well as natural ice. The 
company has not yet signed the con- 
tract to do thisi, but the final t>at>era 
will probably be passed within a few 
daya. 


Those who have known of this have 


been alarmed by the prospect of a. 
trust that could set any price it 
wished. The Peaces' ice company has 
maintained from the beglntng, how- 
ever, that its purpose waa not to raise 
prices at all.

A FREEZE UP THIS MORNIN8 


Ttwrnmmttr Wty blow Frming tt 


6 O'clock- Dimag* to Plintt 


The thermometer at 6 o'clock this 


moraine atood at 25 decrees above 
KCTO and the ground was frozen haid. 
Up la Savoy even colder weather than 
this was reported, and frcwt formed 
heavily OB the windows. A thin coat- 
ing of ioe was formed on local pond*, 
and the water in the street sprinkling 
stand pipea was frozen, so that one or 
two of the pipes were cracked. 


This morning was the coldest of the 


present cold snap, but the thermom- 
eter rose rapidly after 6 o'clock, going 
up 30 degrees by noon. For May 11, the 
day was the coldest in a number of 
years, and will probably be the record 
for some years to come. Some of those 
who study weather conditions assert 
that the present remarkable condition 
of affairs is likely to continue till after 
the eclipse which comes May 28. 


Thefrost for the last two nights has 


done considerable damage to buds and 
plants and it is believed that fruit in 
this region will suffer badly, although 
the season 
has been so backward 


throughout, that some believe the pres- 
ent cold snap will not be so injurious 
as would seem probable. 


Owing to the extreme cold, many 


song birds are being found dead in the 
city and many others numbed or half 
starved, so that they can be -^asily 
caught by hand. This has been no- 
ticed especially in the western part 
of thecity, where yesterday five birds 
were found frozen on the Blackinton 
school grounds. All were birds foreign 
to this region. 


One thing that the cold weather may 


do is to kill what elm tree beetles 
which might have been planning to do 
damage later in the season. This is re- 
ported as the case in sections where 
the beetle has been more numerous 
than here.

BURIAL HALTED AT THE GRAVE 


George B. Waterman Demanded Tntt 


'Elsie be Sent For. Storm of Indig- 


nation at Inhuman Treatment 


of the Old Woman 


The funeral of "Abe Bunter1 was 


held from the Methodist church in 
Williamstown yesterday afternoon un- 
der remarkable circumstances. As It 
was not announced until Wednesday 
evening that the funeral was to be 
held yesterday afternoon, there were 
but few people who knew of it, and 
there were only six present, including 
the undertaker and two newspaoer re- 
porters. The funeral, which was to 
have been held a\ 2 o'clock, was de- 
layed until 2.30 to await the arrival of 
the widow Elsie, hut as she failed to 
make her appearance at 2.30 a shor^ 
prayer service was conducted by Rev. 
E. C. Farwell. after which the remains 
were taken to East Lawn cemeterv. 


The cause of the absence of the wid- 


ow was made known at the funeral, 
and much indignal.ion rvas expressed 
when it was learned that C. G. San- 
ford, chairman of the board of select- 
men, v/as responsible for her absence. 
Word was sent to Mr. San ford soon 
after Abe's death that tjfs TV idow wish- 
ed to attend the funeral, and a request 
was made that a carriage be sent for 
her. But this request was flatly re- 
fused on the ground that the town 
could not afford to pay for carriages 
for town paupers to attend funerals. 


After these facts had been made 


known it was decided that the remains 
| be taken to the cemetery and buried 


at once. The funeral procession, MhJch 
consisted of the undertaker's wagon 
with the coffin, the undertaker and 
minister, proceeded to the cemetery. 


On reaching the grounds they met' 


George B. Waterman, chairman of the 
_cemetery committee. On learning of 
'the shameful manner in which Mrs. 
Parsons had been treated Mr. Water- 
man promptly refused to allow the 
burial to take place until the widow 
had been brought to take a farewell 
look at her husband. 


Mr. Waterman volunteered his horse 


and carriage and Undertaker Hopkins 
drove to the town farm for Elsie. Ths 
old woman was found anxiously wait- 
ing for her carriage. She had been 
dressed and waiting for an hour and 
had almost given up hope of being 
allowed to take a last look at her hus- 
band. 


Thosep resent who saw th*> poor old 


woman's, emotion at seeins her hus- 
band, felt that although poor and ignor- 
ant, she was human and should have 
been treated as snich. 


The action on the part of Mr. Water- 


man was a most thoughtful and kind 
one, and will be long remembered as 
one of the kind acts which are charac- 
teristic of him. Those who have learn- 
ed of the shameful manner in which 
Mrs. Parsons was treated do not hesi- 
tate to exi>rega their indignation. There 
| rre men in'Williamstown if they had 


t-nown the true state of affairs, would 
g-'rdly have paid the expense of a car- 
r'-se for "Elsie" and it seemed to all 
thit the treatment which she received 
yesterdry at the hands of a town of- 
ficer was something1 which the town 
should be heartily ashamed of.

Everything Connected With Securing 


Census Arranged With Many Details 


The census enumerators win soon be 


at your door, following out the instruc- 
tions laid d'oiwn bv the commissioner of 
census in order to learn what kind of a 
people inhabit the United States. The 
enumerator has a task that is not the 
most congenial, and there is connected 
with his work a great many details 
that are not fully appreciated by the 
outside world. 
The outfit of an enumerator is a rath- 
er formidable affair. The chief article 
is a portfolio about 12 by 20 inches in 
size when shut. When opened the port- 
folio forms a lap desk just the size of 
the largest sheet upon which the data 
are to be written. 


Inside the cover of the portfolio on 


one side is a full set of instructions to 
the enumerator to help him in doing 
his work. On the other side is a de- 
scripton of the enumerator's territory 
in the cities accompanied by a man. 


Folded within the portfolio are the 


"popular schedules" upon which the 
popular data will be placed. Upon the 
left side of the sheet are to be placed 
the names taken and to the right the 
answers to about 20 questions are to 
follow. Fifty names can be placed on 
each side of the sheet and as 100 will 
constitute a fair day's work, a single 
sheet will contain them all. 


There are, ho ever, other blanks to 


fill, and in some of these difficult work 
may be experienced. In all districts 
special information will be gathered 
concerning physical peculiarities, eucn 
as blindness and deafness. In the coun- 
try districts the manufacturing Indus- 
tries are to be made out upon one sheet 
and the farming industries upon an- 
other. Each farm or manufacturing ea- 
tablishm4nt is to have a separate 
sheet. 


The kit the enumerators will have to 


carry will not weigh over two pounds 
and can be easily attached to a bicycle, 
which many will use. With each kit is 
a metalic badge about the size of a 
dollar. The design is of a poised eagle 
bearing a shield with the inscription, 
"United States Census, 1900." 


Two sets of daihr report carda bear- 


ing consecutive dates from June 1 to 
the time when the woik is finished, 
which is 30 days in the country and 15 
In the city are furnished the enumera- 
tors. One of these reports is sent to the 
supervisor of the district and the other 
to the director of the census at Wash- 
ington. 


The dally report cards are to be 


filled with the number of names, farms 
and shops taken during the day and 
the number of hours consumed In the 
work. 


The purpose of the report is to en- 


able the supervisor of the district to 
keep watch of the progress of the work 
and to enable him eo call to account 
or discharge the enumerators who are 
not doing their duty. 
' 


Upon the completion of the work in 


a district the enumerator will make a 
package of all his sheets and send it 
by registered mall to the siiservlsor. 
For mailing the package not only the 
franked label and wrapipng paper are 
provided, but even the wrapping twine 
measured to the correct length, every- 
thing possible being done to facilitate 
th* enumeration. 


As the poatofflce department will be 


heavily taxed In doing its Dart in the 
census work the supervisors have been 
requested to distribute their heaviest 
output of mail through a number of 
day*.

The Fllchbnrs Leave Hearing

At the hearing of the Fitchburg lease 


yesterday the railroad committee re- 
fused to summons the directors of the 
Fitchburg road for testimony as to 
their action on the case. Counsel Tor- 
rey of the Fitchburg announced today 
that an amendment would be offered to 
the pending bill, giving the minority 
stockholders 90 days instead of 30 in 
which to have taken an appraisal of 
their stock. 


Most of the hearing was taken up by 


the testimony of C. H. Vernier of Bos- 
ton in opposition to the lease which, 
he said, was a repudiation of an im- 
plied contract, an outrage upon the 
preferred stockholders of the Fitch- 
burg, and a most unusual transaction. 
He said that if the Boston and Albany 
lease should so through the legislature 
it ought not to take .«<e »Van"dierbilts 
more than 2* hours to obtain control 
of the Boston and Maine, i: they al- 
ready had not control of it.

the rebuttal 
testimony 


against the remonstrants to the lease. 
Thursday forenoon 'ther will hear the 
arguments of counsel against the lease, 
and on Friday they will hear the argu- 
ments .of the counsel for the petition- 
era.
